I  fee!, 
nevertheless,  that  it  is  a  work  of  supereroga- 
tion in  any  one  to  introduce  hist  to  jou.  He 
steeds  ao  introduction  to  the  people  of  Ken- 
tucky. A  long  and  useful  public  career  has 
made  him  known  to  all. 

Were  it  proper  on  this  occasion  to  give  in- 
dulgence to  my  feelings  as  a  politician,  1 
would  exult  in  the  matchless  triumph  he  has 
achieved  as  the  choaeu  leader  of  the  organi- 
zation to  which  I  have  alwaya  given  my  alle- 
giance. It  was  not  allotted  to  historic  Shelby 
nor  to  Letcher,  who  carried  the  banner  of 
CUy,  nor  to  our  own  Crittenden  to  go  into 
office  on  such  a  vote.  A  majority  of  nearly 
ninety -thousand  is  unprecedented  in  the  an- 
nals of  Kentucky,  it  n  to  be  hailed  as  one  of 
the  most  cheering  and  hopeful  signs  of  the

Beyond  these  sources  of  general  congratu- 
lation I  might,  as  the  representative  of  the 
corporation  of  the  city  of  Frankfort,  take 
special  enjoyment  in  the  fact  that  the  distin- 
guished gentleman  before  me,  who  comes  to 
hve  amongst  us  for  three  years,  has,  in  times 
past,  as  a  member  of  the  Constitutional  con- 
vention and  in  other  high  positions,  proven 
himself  to  be  the  friend  of  this  community 
1  might,  even  as  an  humble  individual,  take 
especial  pleasure  to  myself  in  the  faet  that 
a  friend  of  many  years  standing — one  to 
whom  I  have  looked  for  political  instruction, 
and  with  whom  I  have  never  had  occasion  to 
differ — is  to-day  advanced  to  ao  exalted  a 
position.  But  this  is  not  the  occasion  for 
personal  or  party  congratulations.  1  rejoice 
that  the  people  of  Kentucky  are  ao  nearly 
'  ia  hie  eUctie*.  That  fact  alone,  it 
were  wanting,  causes  him  to  cease  at 
this  moment  to  be  the  representative  of  party. 
He  belongs  to  the  people,  who  have  had  a 
3  ear's  experience  of  the  metal  in  him,  while 
by  a  dispensation  of  Providence  he  has  had 
the  government  of  our  State.  1  feel  assured 
that  we  shall  not  be  disappointed  in  the  trust 
reposed  in  him  As  a  citiaen  of  the  State, 
bat  more  particularly  as  a  citisen  of  the 
capital.  1  welcome  him  to  the  exalted  position 
he  is  to  hold  amongst  us,  satisfied  that,  whe- 
ther viewed  as  the  christian  gentleman  or  the 
patriot  statesman,  he  will  be  found  to  have 
had  no  superior  in  the  high  office  he  is  almost 
ily  called  upon  to  fill.  I  present

isfactory  a  result  is  to  be  traced  to  a  higher 
aud  more  ennobling  motive  than  the  pcrsonr.l 
promotion  by  Kentucky  of  any  of  her  sons. 
The  humblest  of  them,  who  now  addresses 

you  rejoices  that  such  unanimity  is  to  he  ac- 
counted lor  in  the  unfaltering  faith  and  un- 
swerving devotion  of  her  entire  people  to  con- 
stitutional liberty.  The  election  of  the  3d  of 
August,  18CH,  was  no  personal  triumph.  It 
possesses  a  far  nobler  and  more  exalted  sig- 
nificance. It  was  the  clear,  calm,  ringing 
voice  of  a  free,  sovereign,  united  Common- 
wealth, the  second  child  of  the  Constitution, 
pleading  for  the  perpetual  ro  lintenance,  in 
letter  and  spirit,  of  that  match  ess  instrument 
against  the  efforts  of  all  who  are  now  seek  ng 
so  unnaturally,  by  opposition  to  its  acknowl- 
edged authority,  by  alterations  intended  to  I 
impair  its  energy,  and  by  startling  innova- 
tions upon  its  principles,  to  undermine  and 
subvert  it 

I  am  oppressed  with  anxiety,  my  country- 
men, by  the  solemn  ceremony  of  this  day. 
which  installs  me  into  the  office  to  which  I 
have  been  call'Mi  Conscious  of  my  own  defi- 
ciency, deeply  impressed  with  the  responsi- 
bility and  delicacy  which  a  faithful  and  fear- 
less performance  of  its  duties  in  times  like 
these  impose,  I  might  well  shrink  from  un- 
dertaking so  great  a  representative  trust. 

With  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Constitution  of  Kentucky  as  the  un- 
varying standard  of  my  action  ;  confidently 
relying  upon  the  support  of  an  enlighted, 
patriotic,  and  united  people,  but,  above  all, 
with  aa  humble,  unshrinking  faith,  in  "the 
mighty  God.  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  great  in 
counsel  and  mighty  in  work,"  whose  wise 
Providence  and  strong  arm  csn  supply  all  j 
human  deficiency,  and  impart  strength  to  the 
weakest  of  his  creatures,  on  this  day,  in  the 
presence  of  a  portion  of  my  fellow-citizens, 
and  in  the  sight  of  Heaven,  I  solemnly  pledge  j 
myself,  within  the  scope  of  my  poor  ability, 
to  maintain  the  peace,  defend  the  rights,  and 
preserve  the  honor  of  this  venerated  Com- 
monwealth. 

Having  so  recently  announced  in  my  an- 
nual message  to  the  General  Assembly  the 
principles  and  policy  which  would  mark  my 
official  action,  little  need  now  be  added  to 
those  unchanged  and  emphatic  declarations  of 
political  faith.  Although  elevated  to  this 
office  by  a  political  party  whose  principles 
and  views,  of  governmental  policy  accord 
with  uiy  own.  1  here  declare  that,  during  my 
administration,  I  shall  never  forget  that  I  am 
Governor  of  the  whole  people  Every  con- 
sideration of  patriotism  and  every  instinct  of 
duty  sternly  demands  ibat  unfaltering  par 
tiality  shall' mark  my  official  action  Within 
the  sphere  of  Executive  power,  I  shall  gladly 
j  afford  prompt  protection  to  every  citizen  of 
the  Commonwealth,  whether  native  or  adopt- 
ed, utterly  irrespective  of  political  affinities 
or  religi  jus  opinions 

It  will  be  my  duty  i<>  recommend  economy 
iu  the  pulilic  expenditures,  and  to  discharge 
as  speeflily  as  possible  the  public  debt,  reduc- 
ing thatabf  the  taxes  ol'ihe  people. 

1  am  enjoined  by  the  Constitution  to  see 
that  th<-  laws  are  faithfully  and  promptly  exe- 
cuted [■  every  dee  government  the  safety 
as  to  person  and  properly  must  rest  npon  the 
suptemaey  of  Uw.  Enacted  by  the  people 
theiu.-eive-..  i lie  » '.unniouwealth  has  a  right  to 
demand  a  ready  obedience  to  all  le.al  exac- 
tions. If  individuals  refuse  obedience,  the 
courts  taw  juries,  and  sheriffs  must  compel  it. 
IfnuiuWs  madly  combine  to  resist  the  law, 
or  rashly  attempt  to  subvert  it,  then  the 
judges,  tfce  sheriffs,  the  mayors  of  cities,  and 
marshals  are  equally  empowered  with  the 
Executive  by  a  recent  statute  of  Kentucky  to 
call  out  the  civil,  and  it  need  be,  the  militia 
of  the  vicinage  to  overcome  such  resistance 
SSji  fiape)  such  illegal  array.  While  I  shall 
personally  shrink  from  no  responsibility  when 
officially  called  upon  to  support  the  civil  au- 
thority in  the  maintenance  of  law,  with  all 
means  and  by  all  the  power  constitutionally 
entrusted  to  me,  I  can  but  ardentlj'  hope  that 
no  occasion  will  occur  when  such  extraordi- 
nary measures  will  be  demanded  or  required 
I  earnestly  invoke  the  people  in  every  por- 
tion of  this  Commonwealth,  at  every  cost  and 
any  hazard,  firmly  to  uphold  the  law  and  sup- 
port me  in  its  faithful  observance.  For  every 
wrong  our  laws  afford  a  remedy!  I  beseech 
you  to  permit  no  man,  or  set  of  men,  at  any 
time,  or  under  any  pretext,  to  trample  on 
your  laws  with  impunity.  Let  punishment 
be  accorded  under  the  judicial  sanctions  of 
law,  calmly  administered  by  wise  and  patriotic 
officers  elected  by  the  people  themselve 

Let  law  become  the  only  armor  of  the  peo- 
ple. Make  obedience  to  it  the  majestic  token 
of  the  capacity  of  the  people  to  govern  them- 
selves, under  "constitutions  and  Uws  wisely 
framed,  as  self-imposed  checks  upon  their 
own  power,  and  as  bulwarks  for  life,  liberty, 
and  property  against  frenzy,  passion,  and 
arbitrary  power.  That  man,  or  set  of  men, 
who,  however  virtuous,  or  with  whatever  end, 
presume  to  take  the  law  into  their  own  hands, 
are  enemies  to  free  government,  and  may 
lbs  maids  a*  become  victims  to  their  own  law- 
lessness. No  freeman  can  justify  himself  for 
violence  committed  in  contravention  to  law. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  pardoning  power,  the 
unvarying  rule  of  my  administration  will  be 
to  pardon  no  felony  before  trial.  1  adopted 
it  on  coming  into  office.  Its  salutory  oper- 
ation in  practice  commends  it  strongly  to  my 
approval.  In  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  this 
rule  can,  and  will,  have  noexceptiou.  Every 
application  for  a  pardon  or  respite  from 
crime,  implies  that  some  crime  has  been  com- 
mitted by  the  person  for  whom  such  pardon 
or  respite  is  sought  No  innocent  person  can 
need  a  pardon.  Under  our  system  of  free  in- 
stitutions, every  one  is  presumed  to  be  inno- 
cent until  hisggilt  has  been  judicially  ascertain 
edTo  grant  a  pardon  before  trial  is  for  the  Ex- 
ecutive to  prove  a  man  guilty  of  an  offense  of 
which  the  Constitution  and  law  presume  him 
to  be  innocent.  Whether  the  constitutional 
power  of  pardon  before  trial  is  possessed  by 
the  Executive,  might,  but  for  the  adjuiication 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals  upon  the  question, 
have  been  well  doubted.  Yielding  as  I  do  most 
cheerfully  my  own  doubts  to  that  judicial 
ruling  upon  the  question  of  abstract  power,  I 
am  still  strongly  persuaded  it  should  never 
be  exercised  until  after  trial  or  conviction. 
It  is  only  after  the  testimony  on  behalf  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  that  upon  the  part  of  the 
accused  have  been  fully  heard  as  to  the  alle- 
ged commission  of  an  offense,  that  the  charac- 
ter of  the  crime,  and  the  circumstances  at- 
tending its  commission,  can  be  fully  developed. 
A  1  Executive  clemency  for  crimes  committed 
before  such  investigation  must  rest  upon  ex 
parte  testimony,  and  be  justly  liable  to  error 
aud  imposition. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  invoke  an  enlightened 
public-  opinion  against  the  practice  of  carrying 
concealed  weapons.  It  has  been  the  prolific 
source  of  much  mischief,  and  the  loss  of  many 
noble  young  lives  muy  be  directly  traced  to  a 
failure  in  the  rigid  enforcement  of  that  stat- 
ute by  which  this  growing  evil  was  sought  to 
be  suppressed.  Deeply  impressed  with  these 
views,  I  cannot  be  expected  to  remit 
penalties  imposed  for  its  refraction,  save  in 
extreme  and  extraordinary  cases,  where 
strong  and  peculiar  circumstances  may  de- 


fulfill  the  purposes  of  its  creation." 

I  will  not  believe  that  any  such  usurpation 
will  ever  be  attempted  upon  the  rights  of  Ken. 
tucky.  But  I  should  by  false  to  the  spirit  of 
her  people  in  their  past  and  present  devotion 
to  the  Constitution  and  Union  of  these  States, 
if  I  did  not  solemnly  avow  that  no  such  usurpa- 
tion can  ever  be  made  with  impunity.  But  I 
will  anticipate  no  such  catastrophe.  I  rather 
persuade  myself  that,  amid  the  darkness  and 
clouds  which  now  envelop  us,  the  Constitution 
will  be  our  protecting  shield  against  impend- 
ing dangers ;  that  the  free  people  of  this  migh- 
ty Republic,  aroused  to  the  perils  which  en- 
compass us,  and  imbued  with  the  spirit  of 
their  patriotic  fathers  who  erected  so  wise,  so 
just,  so  beneficent  a  system  of  free  representa- 
tive government,  as  a  citadel  of  civil  and  re- 
ligious liberty,  will  arise,  and,  by  patriotic 
and  united  efforts,  save  the  noble  structure 
from  the  fratricidal  hands  that  would  destroy 
it.  That  the  Almighty  Ruler  of  the  Universe 
may  so  guide  and  direct  our  acts  and  counsels 
as  to  make  us  instrumental  in  securing  a 
result  so  dear  to  mankind,  is  my  most  earnest 
and  fervent  prayer.

One  of  the  most  revolting  outrages  and  a 
double  murder  occurred  near  Swain's  Mill,  N. 
C.  on  Tuesday  last,  which  it  was  ever  oar  lot 
to  record,  or  which  ever  took  place  in  any  eiv- 
lized  land.  A  few  miles  from  the  Mill,  on  the 
Columbus  road,  lived  Mrs.  Marks,  a  young 
and  beautiful  widow  of  about  thirty  years  of 

ren,  a  little 
living 

with  her.     At  about  9  o'clock  in  the  evening 
of  the  21st  inst,  a  loud  rap  at  the  door  of  the 
house  startled  the  inmates,  who  had  just  re- 
tired for  the  night.    The  hired  woman,  who 
slept  in  au  upper  room,  raised  a  window  to 
ascertain  the  cause,  aud  was  accosted  by  a 
negro  who  said  he  had  a  letter  for  Mrs.  Marks, 
which  he  had  brought  from  the  village,  and 
that  it  was  very  important,  and  must  be  an- 
swered that   night.    Recognising  him  as  a 
man  from  the  village  whom  she  knew,  she 
went  dowu  stairs  and  opened  the  door.  As 
soon  as  the  door  was  fairly  unfastened,  a 
gang  of  nine  armed  negroes  who  had  beeu 
concealed  in  the  dark  behiuda  clump  of  hush- 
es, made  a  rush  into  the  house.    The  woman 
tied  through  a  uear  door,  and  escaped  into  a 
piece  of  thick  woods  buck  of  the  house.  Mrs 
Marks,  hearing  the  noise  started  to  come  from 
her  room,  but  was  met  by  two  of  the  negroes, 
who  seized  her  and  attempted  to  drag  her  to- 
wards a  bed  standing  iu  the  corner  of  the 
room.    Being  a  woman  of  great  strength  she 
struggled  fearfully,  but  the  rest  of  the  gang 
coming  to  the  aid  of  the  two,  she  was  finally 
overpowered    They  then  threw  her  on  the 
bed.  tying  her  arms  and  feet  to  the  bedposts 
with  cords,  and  proceeded  to  violate  her  per- 
son in  turns,  until  all  nine  of  them  had  satis- 
fied their  hellish  passiona.    While  this  was 
going  on  an  attempt  to  violate  the  person  of 
the  little  girl,  who  was  held  by  two  of  the 
fiends  in  plKn  sight  of  the  mother,  while  a 
third  one  accomplished  the  damnable  deed,  a 
knife  having  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  !  The 
screams  of  the  child  were  so  fearful,  which  so 
enraged  the  demons  that  they  tore  her  tongue 
from  her  mouth,  and  finally  beat  her  brain9 
out  against  the  stone  jam  of  the  fire  place 
and  threw  the  body  into  the  back  yard  !  Not 
content  with  this  they  seiaed  the  boy,  and  af- 
ter tying  him  with  cords,  proceeded  to  com- 
mit a  nameless  outrage  on  his  body.  The 
woman  who  escaped  from  the  house  fled  to- 
ward Stover  Station,  but  the  nigh  being  dark, 
lost  her  way,  and  did  not  arrive  at  Mr.  Ap 
pleby's,  the  nearest  neighbor  of  Mrs.  Marks, 
until  about  two  o'clock  in  the  morning.  She 
immediately  gave  the  alarm,  and  Mr.  Apple- 
by called  up  his  men,  and  after  arming  them, 
set  off  to  Robert  Stowe's,  and  the  other  neigh- 
bors.   As  soon  as  possible  they  all  took  their 
horses  and  proceeded  to  Mrs.  Marks',  when 
they  found  the  house  on  fire,  and  discovered 
the  terrible  scene  we  have  described,  but  the 
perpetrators  of  the  deed  had   fled.  When 
found,  Mrs  Marks  was  wholly  insensible,  and 
it  was  with  great  difficulty  she  waa  restored 
to  consciousness,  George,  the  little  boy,  was 
found  dead  on  the  floor,  bound  with  cords 
as  they  had  left  him,  and  the  dead,  body  of  An- 
nie, the  little  girl,  had  been  dragged  from  the 
yard  into  the  back  stoop,  undoubtedly  for  the 
purpose  of  having  all  traces  to  their  guilt  ob- 
literated by  the  fire  which  they  had  set   It  is 
supposed  that  the  miscreants  were  alarmed 
by  the  approach  of  the  horses  of  Mr.  Appleby 
and  his  men,  and  fled  into  the  adjoining 
woods,  from   which  they  scattered   to  their 
homes  before  morning.     The  whole  country 
is  aroused,  and  it  will  be  difficult  for  all  of 
the  perpetrators  of  such  a  diabolical  deed  to 
escape.    The  negro  who  pretended  to  have 
the  letter  was  recognised  by  Mrs.  Grally,  the 
trork  woman,  as  Bill  Batson,  the  recent  negro 
and  Radical  candidate  for  the  Legislature 
from  that  district.    He  was  to  be  found  the 
next  day,  and  his  wife  said  he  had  gone  to 
Millberry,  to  a  negro  meeting.  He  is  probably 
secreted  either  in  the  woods  or  in  the  huts 
of  some  of  the  rest  ef  the  gang,  but  it  will  be 
hard  for  him  to  escape,  as  the  whole  country 
is  aroused.    No  negroes  were  found  absent 
from  home  for  five  miles  around,  except 
Batson,  and  unless  he  is  caught  it  will  be  very 
diffiult  to  ferret  out  the  murderers,  on  account 
of  the  secret  organisation  known  to  exist 
among  them  Life  and  property  are  at  the  mer- 
cy of  the  blacks  in  nearly  the  whole  South. 
They  refuse  to  work  and  being  fed  by  the 
Freedmen's  Bureau,  are  allowed  to  livde  in 
idleness  to  perpetrate  their  fieoish  outrages. 
Mr.  Stokes,  whose  plantation  is  on  the  Cum- 
berland road,  in  forms  us  that  he  finds  it  al- 
most impossible  to  hire  help  at  aay  price— all 
the  negroes  refusing  to  work  and  being  sup- 
ported by  the  bureau.    Just  before  (he  last 
election,  nearly  two  thousand  rations  were 
dealt  out  to  the  negroes  in  that  district  by  the 
bureau  agent,  and  Batson  had  nearly  the 
whole  control  of  the  distribution.

GEORGE  SAND. 


About  six  hours  from  ancient  and  sombre 
Chateauroux,  the  capital  of  the  lucre  depart- 
ment in  the  former  Duchy  of  tf  rry,  there 
lies  on  a  beautiful  ktioll,  the  charming  Cha- 
teau Nohant.  The  windows  of  this  chateau— 
which  is  not  a  very  old  structure  iind  partly 
built  in  the  rococo  style — look  brightly  upon 
the  excellent  turnpike  leading  past  a  small 
aud  exceedingly  neat-looking  village,  behind 
which  exteud  the  meadows,  the  park,  and 
garden  of  the  chateau. 

Here  lives  the  greatest  authoress  of  France, 
Madame  Aurora  Dudevant,  better  known  as 
George  Sand.  Here  she  passed  already  the 
earliest  years  ofj*her  life;  here  her  grand- 
mother, Madame  Dupin  de  Francueil,  gave 
her  the  most  singular  education,  teaching  her 
horsemanship,  swordsmauahip,  and  marks- 
manship; and  during  the  numerous  excur- 
sions which  she  made  in  those  years  through 
the  neighboring  country,  young  Aurora  filled 
her  imagination  with  the  pictures  of  those 
chateaux,  villages,  and  personages  we  meet 
with  in  so  many  of  her  works.  Her  grand- 
mother finally  deemed  it  best  to  send  the 
willful  and  impetuous  young  girl  for  several 
years  to  a  convent,  in  order  that,  under  the 
influence  of  that  monotonous  life,  her  exube- 
rant spirit  might  cool  down.  But  nothing 
of  the  kind  had  yet  taken  place  when  sho 
was  called  back  to  Nohant  to  bid  a  hist  fare- 
well to  her  dying  grandmother.  Soo'1  after — 
she  wes  scarcely  sixteen  years  of  — msm 
was  married  to  a  Captain  Dudevant,  who 
was  neither  a  marquis,  nor  even  descended 
from  a  good  family,  but  head  over  ears  [a 
debt,  and  enamored  more  of  Aurora's  wealth 
and  of  her  handsome  chateau  than  of  his 
young  wife,  who,  it  is  true,  was  not  beautiful, 
but  wonderfully  accomplished  and  gifted, 
and  possessed  a  heart  longing  to  he  loved 
and  appreciated.  Lansac,  in  her  novel  "  Va- 
lentine," is  a  striking  portrait  of  M.  Dude- 
vant, who  pursued  the  same  course  as  Latitat 
toward  this  an  happy  wife.  When  his  young 
wife  spoke  to  him  of  the  grief  that  tilled  her 
ardent  heart,  he  scorned  and  derided  her; 
when  she  wept  and  complained,  he  sought  to 
amuse  himself  elsewhere;  when  she  finally 
determined  to  separate  from  him.  he  raised 
no  objections  whatever,  provided  she  should 
leave  him  in  the  undisturbed  possession  of 
her  fortune,  nud  of  Chateau  Noham.  He 
allowed  her  twelve  hundred  franc  j  a  year, 
and  upon  this  small  sum  Aurora  Dudevant 
lived,  with  her  two  children,  in  ■  garret  in 
Paris,  until,  in  1832,  she  began  to  earn  money 
and  fame  by  entering  the  path  of  literature. 

Poverty  made  her  an  author,  like  so  many 
others  who  subsequently  obtained  great  ce- 
lebrity. At  the  outset  of  her.  literary  career 
she  wrote  for  the  Paris  Figaro.  Henri  de 
Latouche,  then  editor  of  that  influential 
journal,  a  gifted  poet,  and  especially  re- 
nowned  and  revered  as  the  kmd-hearted 
mentor  of  so  many  struggling  young  authors, 
introduced  the  poor  deserted  wife  of  tw,.nty- 
seven  to  the  literary  public.  He  discerned  at 
once  her  latent  talent,  ajkj  told  her  not  to 
lose  heart  when  all  her  earlier  articles  proved 
to  be  below  mediocrity. 

It  was  not  until  Jules  Sandeau  as-istod  her 
m  her  literary  labors  that  Aurora  Dudevant 
acquired  the  necessary  routine.  Sandeau 
was  her  friend,  not  to  say  her  lover;  he  ac- 
companied her  everywhere;  he  took  the 
utmost  pains  to  promote  her  interests,  and  ha 
lent  her  his  able  pen  to  impart  more  polish 
and  fluency  to  her  literary  efforts  She  con- 
fessed afterward  that  she  did  not  love  him, 
but  esteemed  him  as  a  friend  ;  however,  she 
treated  him  somewhat  Ungratefully,  for  8he 
separated  from  him  as  soon  as  she  had  reach- 
ed the  top  of  the  ladder  of  fame,  whic  h  he  had 
helped  her  to  climb.  Be  this  as  it  may,  it 
was  with  Jules  Sandeau  that  she  wrote  the 
novel  "  Bose  and  Blanche,"  which  waa  pub- 
lished in  1832,  and  for  which  the  two  authors 
obUined  from  the  publisher,  not  without  a 
great  deal  of  trouble,  the  wonderful  remuner- 
ation of  one  hundred  francs.  The  author's 
name,  as  stated  on  the  title  page,  was  '  George 
Sand,"  which  Madame  Dudevant  henceforth 
adopted  as  her  mm  de  plume,  and  on  which 
she  was  not  long  in  shedding  a  lustre  com- 
pletely eolipsing  its  father.  Jules  Sandeau. 

"  Rose  and  Blanche"  had  but  a  small  Bale, 
and  met  with  a  rather  discouraging  reception 
at  the  hands  of  the  critics;  but  kind-hearted 
M  de  Latouche  urged  her  not  to  despair,  but 
te  try  again  aud  again.  George  Sand  then 
wrote  the  novel  "  Indiana,"  which  appeared 
first  in^the  Revue  dcaj)eux  Monde*  for  J832, 

mous. 

The  extraordinary  sensation  which  this 
work  created  in  literary  and  social  circles 
was  enhanced  by  the  lawsuit  which  she  had 
commenced  against  her  husband.  This  law- 
suit had  socially  almost  the  same  importance 
as  the  famous  suit  brought  by  Baron  Beau- 
marchais  against  Goetsman,  the  parliament- 
ary counsellor,  had  had  politically.  Behind 
Heaumarchuis,  as  well  as  behind  Madame 
Dudevant,  stood  a  great  principle.  We  must 
bear  in  mind  that  at  the  time  when  this  gifted 
and  unhappy  wife  demanded  of  her  unworthy 
I  husban  d  the  restoration  of  her  fortun 
which  he  had  robbed  her,  society,  literature, 
and  especially  the  female  world,  both  in 
France  and  Germany,  were  full  of.  the  teach- 
ings of  Saint  Simonism,  and  the  ideas  of 
emancipating  society,  and  above  nil,  reform- 
ing the  relations  between  man  and  wife.  Le 
Pere  Enfantin  still  haunted  the  minds  of  a 
great  many,  Saint  Simonism  preached  its  the- 
ories, woman  and  her  position  became  subjects 
of  profound  philosophical  investigation, 
emancipation  clubs  were  formed.  "  Young 
Germany,"  Gntzkow's  "  Wally,"  Mundt's 
"  Madonna,"  the  writings  of  Mienberg,  Lanhe, 
and  Kuhne  advocated  the  same  principle, 
and  frightened  even  the  sleepy  German  Diet 
And  now  there  arose  a  woman,  an  authoress, 
who  carried  all  these  theoriesin  to  effect,  and 
boldly  struggled  for  the  rights  of  hor  sex 
against  the  pretended  superiority  of  the 
"Lords  of  Creation."  George  Rand  gained 
I  her  lawsuit,  and  the  excitement  of  society 
I  subsided.  The  courts  granted  her  a  decree 
of  perpetual  separation  from  M.  Dudevant, 
her  fortune  and  chateau  were  restored  to  her, 
and  now  she  was  generous  enough  to  grant, 
ia  her  turn,  a  considerable  pension  to  her 
former  husband. 

Thus  she  went  back  as  chatelaine  to  No- 
hant She  had  left  it  as  a  fugitive  wife;  she 
returned  to  it  triumphant,  and  or,  a  celebra- 
ted authoress,  whose  novels  filled  all  Kurope 
with  astonishment  and  admiration,  and  reo 
dered  her,  even  during  her  lifetime,  and  young 
as  she  still  was,  a  veritable  myth.  Geprge 
Sand)  That  name  had  become  the  desicna- 
tatiou  of  an  audacious  woman,  rebelling 
against  the  laws  of  society,  defying  the  dicta- 
tea  of  conventional  morality,  and  represent- 
ing the  incarnation  of  female  emancipation. 
Great  Heavens,  what  stories  were  told  about 
bar  I  She  rode  on  horseback,  she  fenced 
with  broadswords,  she  practiced  at  pistol  gal- 
leries like  a  young  lieutenant  of  the  line. 
She  had  promenaded  in  male  attire  on  the 
"Boulevards  of  Parrs,  boldly  blowing  the  blue 
Smoke  of  her  cigarette  into  the  ts,oes  of 
shocked  young  ladies,  loafing  on  the  corners 
arm-in-arm  with  young  Bohemians,  brandish- 
ing her  riding-whip,  laughing  as  loudly  and 
defiantly  as  a  captain  of  dragoons;  in  short 
horribly  eccentrie  in  every  respect — a  sort  of 
female  monster ! 

Hundreds  of  anecdotes  were  pelated  to 
characterize  her  singularities,  and  to  illustrate 
the  fantastic  turn  of  her  genius.  Mice  were 
cosirerted  into  elephants,  and  slander,  false- 
hood, and  the  proneness  of  men  to  make 
what  is  singuUr  even  look  more  singular, 
finally  oreated  a  George  Sand  that  did  not 
exist  at  all,  but  was  a  mare  myth.  Paris, 
goesipping,  scaudal-Joviag  Par's,  was  the  hot- 
bed of  all  the  strange  rumors  circ-u'ating  iu 
regard  to  h«*" i  *nd  abroad  people  repeated 
and  even  magnified  these  stories. 
1  The  pamphleteers  and  feuilletonists  never 
tired  of  relating  fresh  traits,  mostly  fictitioas 
or  grossly  exaggerated,  about  her,  and  a 
great  many  people  looked  upon  her  as  au  au- 
dacious virago,  mocking  aud  defying  public 
opinion,  indiscreet  curiosity  constantly 
degged  her  steps.  No  means  were  ieft  un- 
tried by  silly  Paul  Pry*  to  gain  access  to  her, 
even  though  it  were  bat  for  a  moment  All 
sorts  of  disguises  were  resorted  to  for  that 
aay,  *o«  exceedingly  inquisitive 


individual  donned  the  sooty  garb  of  a  chim' 
ney  sweep  in  order  to  penetrate  into  her 
house.  As  the  chatelaine  of  Nohant  was  not 
disposed  to  exhibit  herself,  like  another  Miss 
Pastrana,  to  all  eccentric  Englishmen,  liter- 
ary tourists,  and  impertinent  intruders  gen- 
erally, she  kept  within  the  circle  of  a  fVw  inti- 
mate acquaintances,  and  it  was  not  very  easy 
to  gaiu  access  to  her  without  excellent  recom- 
mendations. When  the  impertinence  of  these 
intruders  became  almost  intolerable,  the  au- 
thoress not  unfrequently  resented  it  by  mys- 
tifying them  in  a  very  ludicrous  manner, 
thus  a  lawyer,  who  insisted  on  forming  the 
acquaitance  of  George  Sand,  was  solemnly 
introduced  to  her  femmt  de  chambre,  while

teeth.  On  another  occasion  her  son' Maurice 
donned  his  mother's  dress,  and  then  walked 
pat  a  number  of  English  tourists  who  were 
lying  in  wait  for  the  lady  of  Nohant  on  the 
terrace  of  a  neighboring  inn. 

The  original  of  the  fanciful  portraits  which 
have  been  drawn  of  George  Sand  differs  very 
widely  from  them;  nay,  it  is  by  far  less  in- 
teresting than  they  would  indicate.  When  I 
visited  her  I  had  really  thought  that  she  was 
a  sort  of  Amaxon,  and  that  she  rather  delight- 
ed in  showing  her  eccentricities.  Howgreat- 
ly  was  I  surprised  in  seeing  before  me  a  lady 
that  looked  like  a  good,  simple  bourgeoise 
and  housewife  I  Everything  about  her  was 
natural,  unaffected,  and  in  good  taste.  She 
waa  playing  her  needle  very  busily,  even 
during  the  animated  conversation  in  which 
six  or  seven  persons  participated,  and  told  us 
with  charming  frankness  that  she  and  her 
daughters  always  got  up  the  costumes  for 
their  little  amateur  theatre  in  the  chateau, 
which,  she  said,  added  considerably*  to  the 
pleasure  which  these  theatricals  afforded  her. 
It  is  one  of  the  favorite  pastimes  of  George 
Sand  to  perform,  in|conj unction  with  some  of 
the  peasants  of  the  little  village,  which  be- 
longs to  her,  such  of  her  plays  as  have  met 
with  a  cool  reception  at  the  hands  of  the  Par- 
isians. Besides,  all  her  new  plays  are  perform- 
ed on  this  stage.  She  tests  them  in  this 
manner,  and  does  not  permit  any  Parisian 
theatre  to  play  them  until  they  have  been 
tried  at  Nohant 

So  the  impression  she  made  upon  me  was 
that  of  a  very  sensible  lady— a  model  of  pro- 
priety and  common-sense.  On  another  occa- 
sion, a  visitor  found  her  cutting  a  dress  pat- 
tern, and  when  he  looked  at  her  in  amaze- 
ment she  burst  into  a  laughter,  and  exclaimed, 

Oui,  ce'st  mot,  ce/o  rows  ctonnef  Nay,  I 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  I  believe 
she  is  a  better  housewife  than  a  great  many 
women  who  have  no  other  vocation  than  that. 
Not  only  does  she  sew,  embroider,  and  knit; 
she  also  attends  to  the  kitchen,  makes  deli- 
cious sweetmeats,  and  the  coffee  which  she 
prepares  has  often  thrown  Alexandre  Dumas, 
that  prince  of  yourments,  into  an  ecstacy  of 
delight.  That  she  is  an  excellent  chatelaine 
may  be  ascertained  by  a  chat  with  any  of  her 
villagers.  All  of  them  love  and  revere  her  as 
a  mother,  and  she  is  lavish  in  her  charities  to 
the  poor.  Agriculture  and  horticulture  are 
curried  to  a  high  state  of  perfection  on  her 
estate;  and  the  numerous*  allusions  in  her 
works  to  such  subjects  are  based  on  facts  and 
on  her  own  experience,  and  not,  as  has  been 
generally  supposed,  merely  drawn  from  her 
wonderful  imagination.  Beggars  and  want 
do  not  exist  in  the  neighborbood  of  Nohant; 
and  there  is  not  a  villager,  not  a  humble  ser- 
vant, but  whose  name  she  knows,  and  whom 
she  treats  as  a  member  of  her  family.  Not  a 
wedding  is  celebrated  in  the  'neighborhood 
until  she  has  returned  from^'Paris  to  the 
chateau  ;  and  when  she  is  at  Nohant  she  is 
present  at  every  baptism  and  funeral. 

As  people  generally  entertain  entirely  erro- 
neous opinions  in  regard  to  her  manners 
and  conduct,  so  they  hove  formed  very  ridi- 
culous ideas  concerning  her  personal  appear- 
ance. She  does  not  look  like  a  fantastic  and 
eccentric  woman;  on  the  contrary,  she  makes 
such  an  impression  that  those  who  see  her 
can  at  first  blush  scarcely  believe  that  she  is 
George  Sand,  the  great  George  Sand  I  Her 
face  looks  so  quite,  so  sober,  so  dull,  that  some 
of  her  enemies  declared  her  to  be  a  sheepish- 
looking  woman,  which  she  herself  laughingly 
said  was  quite  true.  At  all*"events,|  he!,who 
meets  her  for  the  first  time  is  certain  to  be 
greatly  disappointed.  She  is  of  medinm 
height,  and  quite  corpulent.  Her  "once  jet 
black,  now  gray  hair,  which  she  wears  in  a 
very  plain  manner,  does  not  add  to  the  intel- 
lectual expression  of  her  head.  Her  nose  is 
large,  almost  too  large  for  the  face,  whose 
fine,  soft  lineaments  indicate  infinite  mildness 
und  kindheartedness.  Her  mother'bears  the 
same  masculine  expression  as  her  nose,  and 
her  lips  and  chin  seem  to  point  to  a  rather 
sen  sual  nature.  But  her  fine,  smooth,  and  ex- 
pansive forehead,  surmounting  her  around 
face,  Bhows  that  her  brains  may  bring  forth 
mighty  thoughts,  however  dull  her  counte- 
nance may  look  at  first  blush.  Her  eyes,  too, 
seem  to  grow  more  and  more  remarkable  the 
longer  you  look  at  them ;  they  are  so  shapely, 
so  gentle,  so  grave  ;  there  is  trembling  in  them 
a  melancholy  which  must  have  risen  from  the 
depths  of  her  heart. 

The  longer  we  gaae  in  these  deep  eyes  the 
more  distinctly  we  feel  that  we  have  to  deal

The  nre  of  her  thoughts 
then  flashes  and  sparkles  in  her  eyes,  the 
housewife,  as  it  were,  vanishes  from  our  view, 
and  in  her  place  appears  a  Muse— George 
Sand  The  weak  and  mild,  too  mild  expres- 
sion of  her  features  undergoes  a  marked  change 
during  our  conversation  with  her;  the  face 
loses  its  former  character,  and  grace  is  now 
enthroned  on  it  iaatead  of  simple,  unaffected 
kind-heartedness — genius,  bright,  radiant 
genius,  instead  of  dull  prosi ness— the  various 
lineaments  are  blended  in  a  harmonious  whole, 
aad  an  exptession  of  mild  dignity  and  gravity 
beams  from  her  countenance. 

George  Sand  dislikes  talking  about  herself, 
and  even  about  literature.  In  her  whole  de- 
meanor there  is  not  a  trace  of  the  pains  which 
so  many  French  authoresses  take  to  say  sharp 
and  witty  things  on  all  occasions.  George 
Sand,  who,  in  her  novels,  is  the  most  sensitive 
and,  withal,  the  most  revolutionary,  fiery,  aud 
defiant  authoress,  is  in  social  intercourse 
perfectly  dispassionate,  conciliatory,  and 
amiable.  Her  conversation,  so  far  from  being 
pretentious,  u  always  modest  and  almost 
timid,  although  she  can  be  very  eloquent 
Contradiction  never  exasperates  her,  and 
when  it  becomes  too  imperious,  she  repeats 
her  previous  argument  in  kind  and  calm,  but 
somewhat  peremptory  language.  She  knows 
not  only  how  to  write  and  speak  well,  but  also 
how  to  listen  and  keep  silence.  She  dislikaa 
debating  and  expatiating  at  great  Ungth  on 
any  subject,  bat  pronounces  in  a  few  words 
in  favor  of  an  opinion,  or  as  briefly  decUres 
her  dissent.

Montfort  was 
a  Confederate  soldier  daring  the  war,  was 
about  thirty  years  old,  and  had  a  wife  ami 
one  child.  He  bore,  we  learn,  the  reputation 
of  a  bad  man.  The  immediate  provocation 
of  his  hanging  is  said  te  be  as  follows :  Some 
weeks  since  a  body  of  men  in  disguise  went 
to  Keene,  in  Jessamine  county,  and  killed  a 
negro,  besides  robbing  several  others,  report- 
ing that  they  were  "  Regulators"  Upon 
hearing  this  the  organisation  in  Mercer. 
cUiming  that  title,  determined  to  punish  the 
perpetrators  who  had  used  their  name,  pro- 
fessing, themselves,  to  deal  only  with  viola-' 
tors  of  the  Uw  and  not  to  disturb  pe  .eeabre 
parties.

It  takes  from  the  judiciary 
it-  function  of  enforcing  the  supremacy  of 
tbe'  Constitution  and  lodge*  that  power 
pith  QaBpr  so  far  a-  the  Amendment 
itself  is  concerned.  It  divests  the  States 
of  the  power  to  determine  the  qualifica- 
tions of  their  owu  officials,  disqualifies 
thousands  of  the  most  prominent  citizens 
in  the  States  by  a  sweeping  legislative  bill 
<>f  attainder,  incorporates  into  the  (  onsti 
futien  an  ex  post  facto  law,  and  arms  ?on 
Kress  with  power  of  aggressive  legislation 
against  the  States  under  pretense  of  en 
foraing  against  them  the  prohibitory  clauses 
of  the  amendment. 

But  the  ameudment  is  not  self  euforcinv. 
and  w«  hardly  suppose  Congress  will  pro- 
ceed to  legislate  out  of  olliee  any  particu 
lar  individual,  or  to  embrace  in  one  general 
bill  all  those,  by  name,  whom  Congress 
may  deem  to  be  disqualified  by  tbe  Amend 
meat.    The  mott  probable  course  of  Con 
great*  will  he  to  enact  a  statute-  of  general 
application,  defining  and  specifying  the 
character  of  offenses  embraced  under  the 
head  of  giving  aid  and  comfort  to  the  rebel- 
lion, and  prescribing  pains  and  penalties 
againat  the  attempt  to  exercise  the  duti»> 
of  any  executive,  legislative,  or  judicial 
office  in  any  State  by  any  j>erson  coming 
within  the  statute.

It  seems  that  the  Coiled  States  Courts,  un- 
der the  Civil  Rights  Rill,  claim  the  right, 
whenever  an  offense  is  c.mmitted  against  a 
ne«ro,  in  States  in  which  a  negro  is  not  al- 
lowed to  testify,  to  Lake  jurisdiction  of  the

We  have  received  from  Mr.  J.  D.  O'Conneil 
a  communication  defending  General  Kutlcr 
from  the  charge  of  having  stolen  Dr.  Camp- 
bell's silverware  in  l*»i2.  Mr.  O'Conneil  was 
detective  officer  under  both  Gen.  Rutler  and 
Gen.  Ranks,  and  sat  as  a  Senator  in  the  Leg- 
islature elected  under  the  auspices  of  General 
Ranks  in  ISfit.  He  states  that  after  the 
house  was  seized  by  Genernl  Rutler.  and 
while  in  charge  of  a  guard  placed  in  it  for  i's 
protection  the  silverware  was  stolen.  The 
guard  consisted  of  corporal  Houndy  and  pri- 
ll. W.  Humphrey,  They  look  the  silverware 
aud  sold  it  to  a  man  named  Noonan,  who  sub 
sequently  disposed  of  it  to  a  picayune  jeweler 
named  Lewcowiez,  who  held  forth  on  Camp 
street,  near  Lafayette  Square.  Mr.  O'Con- 
neil states  that  when  he  had  worked  up  the 
case  and  informed  the  General  of  the  facts 
"  his  astonishment  nnd  anger  were  great 
indeed."  He  had  the  prisoners  brought  be- 
fore him  and  exhaustted  his  powers  of  persua- 
sion and  threats  of  punishment  in  order  to 
induce  them  to  give  up  their  booty,  but  with- 
out avail.  Thereupon  tl.ey  were  went  for 
trial  before  the  Provost  Court,  and  on  convic- 
tion was  sentenced  to  imprisonment  at  Fort 
Jackson  at  hard  laW  for  live  years,  with 
ball  and  chain,  and  the  property  of  I.«.w- 
cowiez  was  confiscated,  in  accordance  with 
the  General's  summary  met  hod  of  administer- 
ing justice. 

In  confirmation  of  his  version  of  the  <  a  .  , 
Mr.  O'Conneil  copies  froiu  the  Ree,  of  Nov. 
2fi,  l*f,2,  the  detail  of  tha  caso  substantially 
as  above  given. 

The  defense,  so  far  as  it  goes,  is  good  ;  but 
it  by  no  means  frees  Gen.  Butler  from  re- 
sponsibility iu  the  premises,  l.et  us  look  at 
the  facts.

Mrs.  Campbell,  without  having  com- 
mitted any  offense,  was  ordered  to  vacate  the  j  ,s 
premises  within  twenty-four  hours,  and  vir- 
tually at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  she  and  her 
children  were  turnod  out  ol  doors  without 
being  permitted  to  take  their  effects.  The 
library,  silverware,  and  furniture  were  left, 
and  the  guard  placed  in  the  house,  seeing 
that  all  distinction  between  meum  and  tnnm 
had  been  broken  down  by  the  General,  con- 
cluded that  their  right  to  appropriate  was 
quite  as  good  as  his.  The  original  wrong 
committed  by  Rutler  made  the  offense  on  the 
part  of  his  subordinates  possible,  and  the 
severity  with  which  he  had  them  punished 
is  quite  and  indicative  of  disappointment  on 
his  part  as  of  his  deep  sense  of  justice.

«>r  aided  or  assisted  any  person  in  tighting  a 
duel  with  deadly  weapons  with  a  citizen  of 
this  State,  nor  within  the  State  Ac  ,  and  that 
Morgan  had  not  taken  that  constitutional  oath 
before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
was  therefore  not  authorized  to  seize  the  horse 
of  Vance  as  collector,  and  was  in  consequence 
k  trespasser.  Morgan  replied  that  he  was 
JuIt  elected  collector  in  March,  18*5,  and 
that  the  legislature  in  February,  18<*.  passed
